(b) co-culturing the cell with a Type 1 astrocyte of the ventral 
mesencepahlon, thereby contacting the cell with one or more factors secreted 
from said Type 1 astrocyte, whereby the cell that overexpresses Nurri is induced 
to a dopaminergic neuronal fate. 

2. The method according to claim 1 comprising additionally contacting the cell 
with fibroblast growth factor 8 (FGF8). 

3. The method according to claim 1 comprising transforming a neural stem cell or 
a neural progenitor cell with a DNA sequence encoding Nurri operatively linked 
to a promoter.
